eadlng of the proclamation issued in 
1817 by Governor John Brooks, setting 
aside a day for "Public Thanksgiving 
and Praise." 
Not only did Governor 


brooks ask all citizens to refrain from 
"labour and amusements" on that day, 
but he differed from present day ctis- 
torna in that he selected a day in De- 
cember. 


The century-old proclamation reads 


as follows: 


By His Excellency John Brooks 
Governor of 
the 
Commonwealth 
of 
Massachusetts 
A Proclamation for a Day of Public 
Thanksgiving and Praise. 
Tne innumerable mercies and bless- 
ingi which the great Ruler of the 
wor*d and disposer of events has been 
pleased to vouchsafe. In vhe course of 
His providence to the people of this 
state the past year, demand their best 
Llibutes of praise and gratitude. 
I have therefore in conformity to 
ancient usage thought fit to appoint, 
and by and with the advice and con- 
sent of Council, I do hereby appoint 
Thursday, the fourth day o£ Decem- 
ber next, to be observed throughout 
this commonwealth as a day of Praise 
and Thanksgiving to God, the Father 
of lights, from whom coineth down 
jvery good and perfect gift. 
And the 
Jeople of all religious denominations 
are requested to assemble in their re- 
spective places of public worship on 
that day; that with united and devout 
,1 flection we may acknowledge our de- 
pendence on the 
divine favor, and 
present a willing offering to the, Lord, 
the Source of all our mercies: more 
[specially that, when the hearts, not 
only of this pe.ople, but a large pro- 
portion of the civilized world, were 
sinking within them, from an appre- 
hension of scarcity and want. He has 
been graciously pleased to manifest His 
grcjat benignity, in granting us a fa- 
vorable seed-time, In blessing and re- 
warding the labors and toils of the 
husbandmen, in causing the earth to 
yield her increase, and giving us oc- 
casion to rejoice In the fulness of the 
former and tho latter harvest; That He 
has bowl pleased to grant signal suc- 
cess to our fisheries, and permitted us 
to take largely of the abundance ot 
the 
seas; That our navigation and 
commerce has experienced so great a 
Jegree of safety and success; That He 
has been pleased to preserve us from 
waetinr .sickness, and all other deso- 
lating .dgments; That our nation has 
been l ^served in peace and internal 
tranqullity, and in the enjoyment o£ a 
high decree of social happiness; and 
that the year has been richly crowned 
with the goodness of God. 
But above 
all that in infinite compassion to us, 
all sinners, He has seen fit to continue 
to cheer, to animate, 
and bless 
us 
with the light, the Influence and tie 
hops of the Gospel. 
And while our hearts are warmed 
with gratitude to our heavenly Bene- 
factor, for His countless mercies, let 
un penitently confess .our unworthl- 
nes», and with humility 
implore the 
pardon of all our offences against Him 
through the mediation of Hi* Son Jesus 
Christ, who having tasted death for 
every man, was made perfect through 
suffering, and became the author of 
eternal salvation to all them who obey 
Him;

BOSTON, Nov. 28.—An 
innocont- 


looklnc white liquid, used by cneray 
amenta, capable of combustion at a 
tlm« which may be carefully calculat- 
ed from the strength of the solution 
haa been discovered by the New York 
polloe, it was mada known yesterday 
by Police Commissioner Arthur Woods 
at the first assembly luncheon of the 
Boston chamber of commerce, 


This chemical, It Is believed, was 
the cause of ruinous fires aboard su- 
gar ships at sea some months ago, 
and Its discovery by city police de- 
tect! veo, after days of research and 
study, waa the result of an elaborate 
plan for, patriotic service by tho police 
which had its origin during the first 
days of the European war in 1914. 
"We believed that we In New York 
were In a strategic position for enemy* 
.propaganda and the work of enemy 
agents." said he to over 400 chamber 
of commerce men. 
"So 
v/e started 
with the war to prepare for our work. 
We had. A squad of men who devoted 
themselves co the study of dangerous 
devices and enemy schemed and 
to 
nothing; else. They are experts In that 
work. 
Fix Time for Hor*tin* Into Flames 


"Some months ago you read In the 
newspapers of sugar ships being de- 
stroyed by flre at sea. For a long 
time we couldn't find out how the in- 
flammable material which caused theso 
fires waa put aboard ship. 
But we 
think we have k now—at least no 
more ships are being burned. 


"W-3 discovered a kind of stuff that 
bursta into flame after a period of time 
that may be closely calculated accord- 
Ing to the strength of the solution 
when It is placed on a cloth and left 
reason-ably exposed to air. 
"A short time ago one of our in- 
spectors lectured the police captains 
on thiu mati.tr, for we nave a regular 
oollegfl course for police in New York, 
and he drew out this -bottle of Inno- 
cent-looking- white 
liquid 
and 
told 
them its powers. 
There was a little 
squirming by some of those husky po- 
llca captains. But he poured a little 
of It on a cloth and left it to stand. 
He told them it would break into 
flame In about two minutes. It did in 
A little less than three. 
Mr. Woods reviewed in detail the 
preparations that led up to this ac- 
complishment of his force. 


A committee on preparedness of five 
Inspectors was appointed to take ac- 
count of stock, to card-catalogue the 
water supply and transportation agen- 
cie* and to figure out the second lino 
of economic defenses should any of 
theso be Interefered with. 
"We found that on some foods New 
York goes along with 24 to 4S hours' 
supply and replenishment comes from 
the West, so we saw It was our job 
to keep the railroads running," said 
he. 
That's well outside the job of 
an ' ordinary, city cop, but It strikes 
the keynote of the broader use of the 
police, co-operation.

Suffice to say that in 


its carnage, this war has surpassed 
the worst recorded in history. 


In contrast with the conditions pre- 


vailing in the war-swept nations of 
Europe, is not our country, in spite of. 
every 
little hardship, 
a haven 
of 


happiness, and the most blessed land 
In GorVs creation? 


If the cost of living is high, wages 


are also high, the highest ever paid 
anywhere, and there la work for all 
who do not prefer to go idle. 
Hence 


it is, that every man, 
woman 
and 


child in this country of ours has good 
reason to be thankful, good reason to 
offer thanks to the Most High for the 
blessings vouchsafed to this land and 
to thank Him also for having at the 
heim of the ship

section or any class of citizens can 
usurp the control of the work under 
taken by the government in prepare, 
tion for the war. There is now bu 
one union in this country, and that 1: 
the union known as tha United State; 
of America. 


Against this union, it "would be fu 


tile for any union of laborers, me- 
chanics, artisans, miners or railroad- 
men 
to 
make 
war by 
fomenting 


strikes and discord that would para- 
lyze certain industries 
and delay the 


operation of war. Already there have 
been many conflicts of labor on gov- 
ernment jobs, the charge being made 
by the employes that "ihe contractors 
were unfair." 
That charge was basec 


upon their refusal 
to concede 
the 


closed shop, but the government may 
need the labor of 
those who don't 


belong to a union as well as those 
who do. 


That it means to have the labor of 


all those whom it needs is shown by 
the very plain provision for drafting 
labor embodied 
in the most recent 


version of the selective 
draft rules 


issued by General Crowder, the pro- 
vost marshal general. 


Men so drafted would have to work 


as many hours as the government re- 
quired and would be subject to mili- 
tary discipline. 
The application 
of 


that rule may result from the too fre- 
quent demand for the closed shop. It 
is a matter that should be well con- 
sidered by every class of toilers in 
the country. It means the formation 
of all the labor in the country Into 
one great union the motto of which is 
"E pluribus unum." 
That union is 


our only safeguard against conditions 
Imilar to those 
now prevailing 
in 


Russia.

States now aro on the way to Vladivo- 
stok, .but these can be diverted 
by 
wireless orders and it has been under- 
Btood that their delivery would ba 
contingent upon evidence that they 
would not fall into unfriendly hands. 
With' Germans openly advising L,e- 
nlne and his followers, it Is assumed 
that efforts will be made to carry Rus- 
sia into the position of an active ally 
of the central powers. 
This might 
produce a most serious situation by 
making available to Germany the vasl 
stores of food, oil and cotton of Rus- 
sia, and even though 
the 
Teutons 
found It impossible to convert the dis- 
organized country into an active mili- 
tary ally, the million or more Ger- 
man. Austrian and Turkish prisoners 
held In Russia would be freed for ser- 
vice with the Teutonic armies.

Ever since the overturning: of the 
Kerensky. government military strate- 
gists here have been anticipating such 
a condition as exists today in Russia. 
This is one of the principal problems 
with which the inter-allied war con- 
ference in Paris is expected to deal. 
Without being bound by any special 
Instructions. Col. House and his mili- 
tary adviser, Gen. Bliss, will co-op- 
erate with the representatives of the 
entente powers In framing some pol- 
icy to meet the situation.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2$.—The Brit- 


ish drive on Cambrai will be followed 
\ip relentlessly by similar 
offensives 


along the western front, !n the opinion 
of officers familiar

prospect in France. 


Authoritative announcement already 


has been made abroad that this winter 
would see no halt ,In operations, and 
with the return of American divisional 
commanders from observation tours In 
France it has become certain that the 
French and British armies will prose- 
cute mid-winter 
campaigns such as 
never before attempted. 
Sec. Bakor said yesterday that the re- 


turning officers would proceed to their 
divisional camps and resume personal 
direction of the training of their men 
So far as known there will be no gen- 
eral conference of the officers here, but 
it is quite likely that they will call on 
Mr. Baker and general .staff 
officials 
while en route to their posts- 
From these officers it Is expected 
that the officials will get graphic re- 
ports 'of the preparations being made 
for the continuous winter 
offensive 
against the Germans. Already the al- 
lied troops have forced their way for- 
ward against more serious obstacles 
than they will encounter later, when 
the cold has hardened the ground for 
the passage of troops and artillery. The 
mud of Flanders had been the great- 
est barrier to major operations during 
the last few weeks. 
Meager official reports of the prog- 
ress o£ the drive on Carabral indicate 
clearly that Geu. Byng'a 
forces 
arf, 
aiming at a great encircling movement 
With a wide wedge 
driven 
into 
the 
Cambrai front . the British commander 
apparently is working his way behind 
the German lines on his left flank. If 
he succeeds in penetiating1 deeply In 
that direction many officers here be- 
lieve he will force a retirement by the- 
Germans on a wide front. 
Meanwhile, the British and French 
pleasure farther toward 
the Belgian 
coast Is unceasing.
